21. (Amended) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a 
therapeutically effective amount of a chemical compound represented 
by the general formula I of [claims l-20] claim 1 , or a 
pharmaceutically-acceptable addition salt thereof, together with at 
least one pharmaceutically-acceptable carrier or diluent, for the 
treatment or alleviation of a disease or a disorder or a condition 
responsive to modulation of SKCa, IKCa and/or BKCa channels.

24. (Amended) A method of treatment or alleviation of a disease 

or a condition of a living animal body, including a human, which 

disorder, disease or condition is responsive to modulation of SKCa, 

IKCa and/or BKCa channels, comprising the step of administering to 

such a living animal body, including a human, in need thereof a 
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therapeutically effective amount of a chemical compound represented 
by the general formula I of [claims 1 to 2Q] claim 1 , or a 
pharmaceutically-acceptable addition salt thereof. 
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
